cell, and obtains at will solid deposits of | 


various hues and brilliancy. 


A new process of separating mixed 
cotton and wool rags consists in subject- 
ing them to the actiou of a jet of super- 
heated steam. The wool melts under a 
pressure of five atmospheres, and sinks 
to the bottom of the receptacle; while 
cotton and other vegetable fibres stand, 
thus remaining suitable for the paper 
manufacturer. The liquid mud contain- 
ing the wool is then dried, and the 
residue, known as azotine, is valuable 
for its nitrogen. 


Transfusion of blood has been success- 
fully tried in the collapse of cholera by 
a member of the Paris Faculty of medi- 
cine. The patient, who was moribund 
when the remedy was tried, recovered 
from the death coma in a few minutes, 
and, from the moment of the 
transfusion spontaneously and rapidly 
improved. Human blood was employed 
in the case; but experiments are to be 
made with the_ blood of domestic ani- 
mals, particularly sheep and cattle. 


According to the novel computation of 
a German histologist, who has been cal. 
culating the aggregate cell forces of the 
human brain, the cerebral mass is com- 
posed of at least 300,000,000 of nerve 
cells, each an independent body, organ. 
ism and microscopic brain, so far as con- 
cerns its vital relations, but subordinated 
to ahigher purpose in relation to the 
function of the organ, each living a nk 
arate life individually, though socially 
subject to higher law of function. The 
life term of a nerve cell he estimates to 
be about sixty days, so that 5,000,000 die 
every day, about 200,000 every hour and 
nearly 2,500 every minute, to be suc- 
ceeded by an equal number of their 
progeny; while once in «very sixty days 
a man has a totally new brain. 

Beside the vast quantities of solid par- 
ticles which are wasbed from the land 
into the sea—reducing the height of the 
i basin at the estimated 
rate of one foot in 6,000 years—much 
matter is dissolved by the water, and 
carried away ina state in which it ordi. 
narily escapes notice. From data fur- 
nished by the Mississippi, the La Plata, 
the Amazon and the St. Lawrence, Mr, 
T. Mellard Reade, an English geologist, 
who has devoted much attention to the 
chemical denudation of the earth's sur- 
face, has calculated that the whole 
American continent is losing in this way 
an average of 100 tons per square mile 
each year. Similar resalts have been 
obtained for Europe, leading Mr. Reade 
to infer that the whole of the land drain- 
ing into the Atlantic Ocean from Ameri- 
ca, Africa, Europe and Asia contributes 
matter in solution, which, if reduced to 
rock at two tons to the cubic yard, 
would equal one cubic mile every sis 
years. 


Creole Society in New Orleans. 

A correspondent says that of recent 
years the creoleelement in New Orleans 
society has lost, to a consi lerable extent, 
that prominence which it formerly pos. 
sessed. The old creole families have 
been slow to adapt themselves to the 
changed conditions of life inthe Crescen} 
City. Tenacious of old ways and forms, 
clinging with characteristic French fond. 
ness to the homes endeared to them by s 
thousand tender associations and pleas- 
ant memories, they have retired more 
and more within themselves as the waves 
of modern progress have swept with 
ever increasing force across the familia: 
paths they and their ancestors had 
trod for many generations, and gradually 
obliterated the landmarks which told of 
the luxury and splendor of the ante- 
bellum period. The loss of their slaves: 
and the ravages of the war reduced 
most of these old families from af 


fluence to comparative poverty. Most 
of the creole mansions in New 
Orleans are fallen into architectural 


decrepitude; but the occupants are still 
as stately, as dignified and as courteous 
as in the days of their prosperity. They 
are, if anything, more exclusive than be- 
fore, and general society knows them 
less and less as the years pass by. Some 
of them of advanced years have never 
crossed Canal street, the line which sep- 
erates the old city from the new.

The Roman fast 
young men made an improvement in the 
Greek profusion by introducirg light 
rings for summer wear and heavier ones 
for the winter. From the rings of the 
Roman knights and the officer who had 
the care of the emperor’s state signet in 
later days, the history of rings comes 
down to our time without any other note- 
worthy remark. 

.I need not speak of the numberless 
rings of antiquity which possessed magi- 
cal or medicinal virtues in the estimation 
of the credulous; can wenot cven now 
purchase galvanic rings?! Nor need I 
tell how universally the ring has been 
adopied for the symbols of espousals, 
betokening eternity in its figure and the 
surpassing excellence of true love in its 
material, and how, being worn on the 
fourth finger, it thereby (so the ancients 
believed) pressed a vein that ran straight 
to the heart. It may be noticed in pass- 
ing from this that much curious learning 
attaches itself to the different fingers on 
which rings are worn. Originally, says 
that arrant gossip Pliny, rings were worn 
on the fourth finger, then on the second, 


afterward on the last. Our ancestors |. 


who ‘‘ran wild in the woods,” seem to 
have preferred the fourth finger. The 
Monkish verse Miles, ‘‘Mercator, Stultus, 
Maritus, Amator,” assigns them, count- 
ing from the thumb, to the soldier, the 
merchant, the fool, the husband, the 
lover. When it is remembered how 
Hannibal carried enough poison in a ring 
to kill him when tired of life, no one 
need suppose that rings which contain 
hair perfume or a watch or modera dis- 
coveries, 

The mottoes on rings form a curious 
department of archrwology. At the pres- 
day, perhaps because we are less senti- 
mental than our great-great parents no 
one ever thinks of having more than a 
few initials engraved within a ring; but 
during the sixteenth, seventeeth and 
eighteenth centuries it was a very com- 
mon practice to have mottoes inscribed 
within the hoop of spousal nuptial, or 
merely presentation rings. These were 
sometimes called ‘‘gypsy rings,” the 
East having always been famous for such 
amulets, e motto itself was called 
the ‘‘posy” or “chanson.” Numerous 
collections of such mottoes have been 
formed at various epochs. 

Ring poses are neither double or sin- 
gle. The double ones are generally seri- 
ous, such as | 

‘god our love continue ever, 
That we in heaven may live together.” 


‘Let him never take a wife, 
That will not love her as his life.” 

Single posies are very varied. Here 
are two beautiful ones to head our list: 

“God above, and peace and love.” 
‘'God and thee, my comfort be.” 

Several more worth quoting cannot bo 
classified ; | will give them all round, as 
Perdita distributed flowers to her guests: 

“Sweet I , do not say nay.” 

“Love ine little, ut love me long.” 
**] bid adieu to all but you.” 

“For a kiss take me.” 

**Like and take, mislike for sake.” 
‘This and my heart.” 

“True blue will never stain.” 

Of all the familiar objects of domes- 
tic life, it may be remarked, in conclus- 
ion, none are so intimately connected 
with our deepest feciings and most cher- 
ished memories as rings. The spousal 
ring touches the chorfl of all that is no 
ble or elevated in either sex; it is ‘‘the 
enchantment of human life,’ calling up 
devotion and chivalric tenderness in man, 
mellowing the kindly impulses which 
draw the maiden to all that is good into 
the most intense and self-denyirg love 
forman. Friendship and departed rela- 
tives leave their mementos with us in 
rings. Who cares for a ring that has no 
fond memory clinging to it? The whole 


life history is compressed in the wedding | 


ring. Love, loss, chastisement, endur- 
ance, the false life of the past dropping 
away, glimpses of the future revealin 
themselves, the unfolding of aims. 
hopes that are the bonds of our race's 
development—such winged thoughts 
hover around wedding rings. There is 
no romance for those who can read it like 
that of an old wedding ring. The 
hts it awakens in a a lative 
mind are precious as its own gold, bright 
as ite luster, and boundless as the circle 
of eternity.

BUILD UP. 

The colored people have made 
rapid strides in this country dur- 
ing the past 20 years, especially 
in education, but they have a great 
deal to learn yet, and among the 
most*important things is to stop 
pulling each other to pieces and 
throwing obstacles in the way of 
those of their race who are brav- 
ing the current to gain an advance 
position. It is a discouraging fea- 
ture among certain colored men 
to be coutinually waging war up- 
vb Other colored men, thereby 
tending to divide the race strength. 
Another uncharitable feature is 
that of colored men seeking to oust 
other colored meu from positions. 
Wisdom and common fuirness 
should suggest to all sach to “keep 
what you have and go for more.” 
Unfortunately it is the reverse. 
If a colored man is in quest of a 
position he will not matter how 
many vacageies exist, seek and 
work for thé place held by a col- 
ored man, regardless of the fact 
that he has the field to select from. 
The white people understand that 
feature of the colored man, and 
graciously, for self evident reasons, 
cater.te their selfishness and lack 
of foresight. We hear of this col. 
ored man as successor to Minister 
Langston or Minister Smyth or 
Register Bruce or Collector Cook 
or Recorder Douglass, or some 
other colored man, who is accept- 
ably filling his position. This is 
all wrong, and should be stopped, 
and that at once. Let us try and 
increase by opening new fields, our 
opportunities, not contract them 
by siiaply exchanging one colored 
man for another, The latter course 
may be advautageous to the indi- 
vidual holding the office, but of 
no earthly benefit to the people. 
If the colored people persist in 
this suicidal course they must not 
complain of the whites, Democrats 
or Republicans, for not what they 
term recognition, for the whites 
have guaged them at their own 
valuation, and laugh at them in 
their sleeves for disposing of their 
political power and influence for a 
mere color rotation in office. The 
true policy is to refer to the man- 
agement and fidelity of colored 
men in office as an argument not 
only for their continuance, but as 
additional reason why the field 
should be enlarged. We think 
there is too much truth in the re- 
mark made by Gov. Shepherd 
some years ago, to wit: “Get the 
Negroes fighting about an office ; 
put a white man in and they will 
all be satisfied.” Let us pull to- 
gether and build -up instead of 
pulling down, ‘There is room for 
all without entering into a 
kenny” fight, which will result in 
a possible advantage to afew but 
to a detriment of the many.

THE CARNIVAL. 


Opening Scenes at Wontreal—Thou- 
sands of Visi‘ ors. 


Thousands of stiangers were present dur- 
ing the opening ceremonies of the ice carni- 
val at Montreal. On the Place D’Armes a 
monster ice jion of exquisite sculpture had 
been constructed, which was unveiled. Dur- 
ing the afternoon a boulevard on the ice 
was opened. There were two tracks for 


trotting horses and one for spectators. The 
best specimens of the Canadian pony were 
exhibited. On the island toboggan sleds were 
used by many. Close by an ancient trapper's 
camp added to the natural appearance of the 
scene. Toboggan slides in all parts of the 
city and on the mountain were opened. Pro- 
Vision was also made for children, while 
strangers were heartily welcomed, 

On the Champ de Mars, what is called a 
condora, resembling an old-fashioned cairn, 
all of ice, was constructed. It was sur- 
mounted by figures of snow-shoes and by a 
trapper, fifteen feet high, holding a torch. In 
the afternoon a highly successful promenade 
concert was held in the Victoria Skating 
Rink, where the qq hockey 
match on skates took place. The rink was 
crowded, and the best local and out- 
side talent took part. At night the formal 


lumination of the Mount Royal an 
slide took place. The governor-general ar- 
rived in the evening, and was accorded a 


hearty reception. At 8 o'clock the ice palace 
was illuminated bp electric light, while the 
ice lion and condora were exhibited under 
the same conditions. 

The ice palace is a much much more massive 
structure this year than last, the major axis 
being 160 feet long and 120 feet in width. 
The ground plan is elliptical in form, and on 
each end of the major axis are two oblong 
towers, each thirty-eight feet high, with an 


entrance to the building. Quite a 
new thing in this years palace 
are the two round towers at each 
end of the minor axis, with 


arched entrances. The main tower ts flanked 
on one side with single towers about sevent 
feet in height, and on the other with doub 
towers rising toa height of forty and ej 
feet, respectively. It is exceedingly gracef 
in outline. and its proportions are well bal- 
anced. It is wonderfully beautiful in the day- 
light, but it is not until evening that one sees 
to perfection this enchanted castie of gleam- 
ing sea n united ice, when with the moon 
shining in the heavens above with that clear 
brilliancy seen only in extremely cold coun- 
tries, and with the electric illuminations glit- 
tering th b itestowers and turrets, it seems 
much more like the marvelous imaginings of 
some opium sated dreamer than a real tangi- 
ble thing, a huge dazzling gem.

THE LONDON EXPLOSIONS 


Havoc Wrought by Dynamite in 
the British Metropolis. 


The Parliament Buildings and the 
Tower Badly Damaged. 


The attempt to blow up three of London's 
most prominent buildings by dynamite was 
so nearly successful, and did such great 
damage to life and property, that it created 
unparalleled excitement throughout Great 
Britain. From cable dispatches to the New 
York papers we make up the following 
graphic account of the scenes immediately 
rucceeding*the explosions and the damage 
wrought by them: 

London weft wild with anger this after- 
noon over the most daring disastrous at- 
tempt on the public safety yet made by the dyn- 
amiters. Three infernal machines at least, 
and perhaps four, were exploded—one in the 
houses of parliament, one or two in West- 
minster Hall, which adjoins them, and one 
in the gd of London, four miles awa 
down Thames. The explosions were evi- 
dently designed to be simultaneous. They 
actually occurred within a few minutes of 
each other, at about 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon. 


Saturday, when there is no session of Par- 
liament, the usual visiting day at the 
Houses of Parliament. Asa rule there is no 
crowd of visitors. There were more to-day 
than usually come, and the attendants reca)! 
that the number of women was unusually 
large, and that many of the women carried 
parcels upon which they seemed to bestow 
uncommon care. The suspicion has arisen 
that the seeming women were men 7in 
women's clothes, seeking an opportunity to 
deposit infernal machines and ve them to 
be fired by time fuses. 

Mr. Edwin Green, a civil engineer, was 
visiting the houses of parliament ou a sight- 
seeing trip with his wife and sister, who, by 
the way, are both Irish women. They were 
in Westminster ball. As they were about 
going down the stairway leading to the 
crypt, Mrs. Green saw a parcel that looked 
like aroll of clothing lying on one of the 
stone steps. Smoke was issuing from the roll. 
Mrs. Green exclaimed: 

‘What's that? It looks like dynamite!” 

The party ran back, calling to the first 
policeman they saw. His name is Cole. He 
seized the bundle and ran up stairs with it, 
meaning to carry it out of the building. Just 
as he reached the top step leading into the hal] 
be dropped the bundle and it exploded. The 
ladies were thrown to the ground, bruised 
and half stripped. They both fainted. Mr. 
Green was hurled a dozen feet and dashed 
violently to the stone floor. Several of his 
ribs were broken, and his clothing was torn 
to tatters. Policeman Cole was fearfully 
wounded, and another constable, named Cox, 
who came to his assistance, was almost 
equally injured. 

A large quantity of explosive matter had 
placed inside the great ornamental gates 

g to the crypt under Westminister 
Hall. Those gates were blown off their hin- 
es and thrown tothe ground. AlP the win- 
ows on the north and south sides of the im- 
mense building were blown toatoms. The 
concussion shook down from the grand oak 
roof of the hall the accumulated soot of cen- 
turies. This in its downward movement 
made such a dense cloud that the offi- 
cers on guard became alarmed and dared 
not enter the rcom. In the lobby the 
splinters were for a time as thick as flakes in 
a blinding snowstorm. They were propelled 
in many cases with dangerous force. They 
cut and ripped the leather from the sats and 
tore out and scattered the horse-hair stuffings 
all over the hous2, A man who happened to 
be standing upon a scaffolding near the crypt 
when the explosion occurred was knoc 
forcibly to the ground. The great window 
over the main entrance to Westminster Hall 
was smashed to atoms, 

Three minutes had hard] when an- 
other explosion completely demolished the 
lobby of the house of commons in the parlia- 
ment buildings adjoining and opening into 
Westminster hall. fs the dynamite must 
have been deposited under the peers’ gallery 
back of the speaker's chair and t0 the left of 
it. Gladstone sits to the right of the speaker; 
Bradlaugh's favorite seat was to the left. 
The explosion came from under either the 
werd gallery or the strangers’ gallery still 


urther to the left, and very close 
to the seat usually occupiel by 
Bradlaugh when he visits tbe 


commons. The lobby wascompletely wreck- 
ed, the strangers’ gallery was torn down, a 
chip was torn off the top of the speaker's 
chair,and Mr. Gladstone's seat was badly 
broken. The western extremity of the house 
is a total wreck. All the woodwork in that 
part of the building was shattered, and a 
wide hole was made through the floor. The 
gallery was displaced, and even the solid 
stonework of the doorways was either pul- 
verized or shiftei from its position. Every 
pane of giass in the house was smashed tc 
atoms. gallery benches were overturned 
and broken, and the gallery generally dis- 
mantled. 

The force of this explosion was exerted al- 
most entirely on the side of the room where 
the members of the guvernment and their 
Liberal followers have seats. Had the com- 
mons been in session atthe time of the ex- 
plosion it is believed that no less than two 
hundred members would have been instantly 
killed. This number would necessarily have 
included Mr. Gladstone and several of his min- 
isters. Even more strange, if possible, than 
this is the fact that, under the same circum- 
stances, neither Mr. Parnell nor any of his 
followers would have been injured at all, for 
recently tney have been sitting on the 
site side of the house among the conservatives, 
and the tory quarters escaped almost undis- 
turbed. The police affect to see in this singu- 
lar coincidence a carefully planned warping 
to the government. 

The glass roof of the house of commons was 
completely shattered. The clock in the house 
stopped at precisely 2:13 Pp. m. A heavy beam 
waich formed one of the supports to the gal- 
lery, under which Mr. Charles Bradlauzh is 
accustomed to sit when he visits the house, 
wae projected into the speaker’s chair, seri- 
ously injuring it. The statues of King Wil- 
liam IV. and of King George IV., in West 
minster hall were overturned. 

The explosion: of the Tower of London 
occurred at exactly 2 Pp. m. According to the 
earlier reports it was the most successful 
which has yet been made upon any of the 
public buildings since the inauguration of the 
a era of dynamite warfare. The 

amous old building was crowded with visit- 
ors at the time of the explosion. The wild- 
est rumors were circuiated as to the number 
of persons who had been injured by the crime. 

rumors were carried througt the city 
and constantly exaggerated by the visitors 
who were present at the time Up to4 
o'clock sixteen persons had been ially 
been injured by the 
explosion. None of these are reported as 
mortally hurt.

The 
crowd outside the walls was wrought up toa 
state of frenzy against the perpetrators of 
the outrage, and t were cries of ‘‘Lynch 
the villains!”’ ‘‘Roast the fiends!” 

The attack was made on that part of the 
building known as the ‘‘White Tower,” at the 
southeast angle of the building, on the river 
front. It was fairly filled with visitors at the 
time, and most, if not all, of those who are 
known to have been hurt were moving about 
in the tower at the time of the explosion. The 

lice, the moment they realized nature of 

explosion,effe-tually barred all egress from 
the Tower and grounds, and subjected every 
person whom they succeeded in detaining by 
this manceuvre to a most rigid search upon the 
theory that the attack was perpetrated by 
some person or persons inside the premises, 
Surgeons were promptly summoned to the 
assistance of ths woundeld. The investiza- 
tions made by the police lead to the conclu- 
sion that the explosives used in the attack on 
the Tower were handled by persons who 
gained access to the structure as sightseers. 

The explosion occurred on the second floor 
of the White Tower. All authorities agree 
that dynamite was used. Three were 
thoroughly wrecked, and the explosion dam- 
aged many bundred stands of arms.

On the other hand,.few young 
people ever take the trouble to put them- 
selves in their father’s place—to imagine 
how he must feel this or that behavior, 
how a di tful word or look insults 
him, or how:a voluptary confidence 1s 
prized him. There by are many things, no 
doubt, which boys and girls do not 
care to speak of before their father; but 
they do not know how hurt pater familias 
feels when a conversation is stopped upon 


| his entering the room, when he is made 


to feel that he is not one of the circle— 
that he isa power to be respected and 
propitiated, but no more. Very often a 
man has himself to blame for this state 
of things, but not always. Often it is 
mere love of secrecy which make girls 
especially exclude their father as much 
as ible from a knowledge of their 
doings, their friends, their comings and 
goings, their fears and hopes. With some 
this reticence must be necessary, Confi- 
dences would only be met With suspicion 
or blame or ridicule. But most men have 
a tender spot in their hearts, even for the 
weakness and foolishness of ‘‘their own 
flesh,” and feel pained when they are 
silently condemed as unworthy of confi- 
dence. Pater familias may be too proud 
‘o show that he feels hurt. He may wrap 
1imself up in dignity and affect a con- 
tempt for the trifling .concerns of the 
girls; he may even repel the first advances, 
but his heart may be excleiming bitter! 

against the coldress and hardness whic 

excludes him from the’knowledge of - his 
daughter’s mind and heart which is given 
to half a dozen school girl friends. A 


| girl owes much to her father, even if he 


has not been all to her that a parent ought 
to be. He has had to work hard, very 
robably, that her bread and butter might 
secure, He has borne cares, anxieties, 
struggles, temptations, at which she can 
but guess—of which she can form no real 
conception. If he is hard and unsympa- 
thetic some allowance for the nervous ir- 
ritation of an overworked or anxious man 
may surely be made. And a girl never, 
we believe, has any conception how pre- 
cious she is in her father’s eyes. Rough 
words and cold or angry looks may seem 
to disprove it, but it 1s true nevertheless. 
More even in a sense, than his wife, she 
appeals to his aay care. He may 
scold or slight her, but let any real harm 
threaten her and she will see that to 


touch her is to touch the apple of his eye, 


The day comes, no doubt, when her alle- 
giance and sympathy are transferred to 
another, in nght of a still higher claim. 
There is little wonder if poor pater fami- 
lias looks askance on him at first and is 
slow to admit that he is the one at whose 
coming his reign must end. It is the way 
of nature, and it must be so. But it is 
hard. A father often loses more on his 
daughter's marriage than her mother does. 
‘*My daughter’s my daughter all her life.” 
But a father’s right changes entirely when 
the ring is put on the finger. Till the 
fairy prince comes, then, let pater fami. 
lias be considered and deferred to, and if 
necessary, humored. Let him not be 
made to feel that bare duty is to be paid 
to him. .,Let him not feel himself a 
stranger in his own house. For many a 
little sacrifice, many a gentle or patient 
word, unnoticed, unacknowledged at the 
time, and soon forgotten by her who ren- 
ders it, lives in the memory of him who 
receives it.— Waverly.
